THERE is a general 
saying in life which 


contends that 
“sometimes the 
truth hurts.” 


I believe, in the 
following case, that the 
saying is certainly 
accurate. 

Most people are 
completely aware that 
Australia is a haven for 
a wide range of sports. 

The traditional 
favourites like cricket, 
Australian rules, ten- 
nis, golf and rugby 
league have boomed 
over the last few years. 

In more recent 
times, basketball has 
been labelled the game 
of the 80s, whilst some 
may believe baseball 
will follow the same 
path in the 1990s. 

This is all very well 
for sports enthusiasts 
in general, however 
where does that leave 
you and I, the very 
keen soccer 
followers? 

Whilst NSL matches 
are consistently attrac- 
ting relatively modest 
crowds in comparison 
to other mainline 
sports, it is becoming 
abundantly clear that if 
Australian soccer 
doesn't market itself 
properly in the next 
ten years, it could end 
up a fringe sport in this 
country. 

Soccer in this coun- 
try is clearly in a 
Catch-22 position. 

Whilst the ethnic fla- 
vour behind most clubs 
has allowed soccer to 
grow, it has also hin- 
dered the game's pro- 
gress. 

Of course this is not 
to say that one should 
underestimate how 
much of a positive im- 
pact people from other 
countries have had on 
Australian soccer. 

It would be naive to 
think that the NSL 
would function any 
better without the con- 
siderable ethnic sup- 
port generated by 
clubs like Marconi, 
Sydney Olympic, 
South Melbourne 
Hellas and Melbourne 
Croatia. 

One can also 
appreciate that soccer

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clubs in Australia are 
more than their names 
suggest. 

In a multicultural 
society such as ours, 
they are also bastions 
of preserving cultures 
and values from over- 
seas countries. 

Perhaps this is a uni- 
que facet of our game. 

Cultural pluralism 
has many very fine 
aspects. 

However, if we are 
to catch up to the other 
sporting codes the 
apparent ethnic bar- 
riers must be dropped 
in order to make the 
game appeal to other 
sections of Australian 
society. 

This is not to say 
clubs should abandon 
their ethnic roots. 

By the same token 
however, they should 
also increase their 
efforts to market 
themselves as ‘com- 
modities’ which can be 
used by all. 

In other words, soc- 
cer football can no lon- 
ger afford to insulate 
itself in this country for 
the enjoyment of a 
selected few. 

If it wants to grow, it 
must have mass 
appeal. 

The groundwork is 
being laid on the field; 
now our efforts must 
be projected towards 
the turnstiles. 


A more financially 
viable National 
League may mean that 
we won't lose as many 
of our better players as 
we do now. 

There is no doubt 
that the NSL competi- 
tion is much the poorer

mania had never really 
been adequately com- 
pensated by QUIT or 
the ASF since Tasma- 
nia had broken its links 
with Rothmans in 
1988, 

The new sponsor- 
ship agreement, which 
was signed last Tues- 
day, is believed to be 
worth $500,000 over 
five years, making it 
easily the largest 
sponsorship deal ever 
for Tasmania, whose 
competition will be 
known as the Winfield 
State League. 

It is hoped that the 
former major sponsor 
of soccer in Tasmania, 
chocolate manufactur- 
er Cadbury, will retain 
its links with the sport 
by sponsoring the 
Southern Tasmanian 
regional competition. 

For the past two 
years, the State-wide 
league has been known 
as the Cadbury State 
League, and the con- 
fectionery manufactur- 
er, which has a factory 
in the Hobart suburb 
of Claremont, has also 
sponsored the annual 
Cadbury charity trophy 
and the Cadbury 
jubilee trophy. 


Following a meeting 
of ASF commissioners 
in Sydney on Thurs- 
day, the ASF has 
threatened to disaffili- 
ate the TSF, a move 
which has so far failed 
to panic the Tasma- 
nians. 

The feeling at TSF

seems to be that Tas- 
mania is the forgotten 
State anyway, and not 
much will be lost. 
Tasmania does not 
receive very much 
financial benefit from 
the ASF and few visit- 
ing teams from over- 
Seas or interstate play 
matches in Hobart.

CRITICS of the 
modern ~ game 
have got it wrong 
— and statistics 
Prove it. 

A study and analysis 
of more than 100 most- 
ly international match- 
es indicates that teams 
committed to the slow, 
elegant build-up be- 
loved of many old-tim- 
ers score less frequent- 
ly than those who put 
the emphasis on speed 
and playing the early 
ball. 


The findings were 
presented to the Asian 
Football Confedera- 
tion’s coaching school 
in Kuala Lumpur, 
attended by Australian 
Institute of Sport head 
coach Ron Smith as an 
observer, 

Smith said 212 goals 
were analysed. 

“The main finding 
was that very few were 
scored from a situation 
where the attacking 
side had strung 
together more than 
five passes,” he said. 

“And it is the same 
the world over — the 
more passes you make, 
the less likely you are 
to get the ball into the 
net.” 

On the other hand 
80 per cent of goals 
scored in the survey in- 
volved no more than 
one pass — including 
those inititiated from 
corners, free kicks and 
other set plays. 

Some 25 per cent in- 
volved no passes at all, 
resulting from situa- 
tions like direct free 
kicks or defenders 
being dispossessed. 

While it may be all 
cut-and-thrust in front 
of goal, there is still a 
role for the ball player 
further down the pitch, 

Teams with midfiel- 
ders who can dribble 
past opponents scored 
more often than those 
who lacked them — 20 
per cent of the goals 
studied involved a 
player taking on and 
beating an opponent.

DIEGO Maradona, 
in a weekly col- 
umn carrying his 
byline, has re- 
affirmed that he 
wants to leave Ita- 
ly at the end of the 
current season to 
join an Argentine 
team.

The company, Diar- 
ma, deals with com- 
mercial contracts of 
Maradona and man- 
ages his profits.

FIFA gives Americans 
a vote of confidence

FIFA have given a vote of confidence to the US Soccer Federation as host of the 
next World Cup, as the two sides signed a marketing agreement that formally 
began the preparations for the 1994 tournament. 


FIFA president Joao 
Havelange told a press 
conference he was con- 
fident the World Cup 
would be a spectacular 
success even though it 
was being staged in a 
country where soccer 
is not a major sport 
and which still lacks a 
top-quality national 
professional league. 

“The USA is the 
only major country left 
which soccer has not 
yet managed to take by 
storm,” he said. 

“We all know that 
with some 15 million 
mainly young footbal- 
fers, the USA has 
enormous potential in 
soccer talent.”” 

Havelange said he 
had full confidence

that the World Cup 
would be a success be- 
cause it was being 
guided by three key 
figures who made the 
1984 Olympic soccer 
tournament a success 
— USSF president 
Alan Rothenberg, 
World Cup Organising 
Committee Chief Ex- 
ecutive Chuck Cale, 
and president and 
chief operating officer 
Scott LeTellier. 

“Working with 
these three personali- 
ties has provided us 
with a guarantee that 
the organisation of the 
World Cup competi- 
tion is in very good 
hands,"” Havelange 
said. 

Rothenberg said 
that hosting the World 
Cup would be crucial 
in the effort to trans- 
form soccer into a 
major sport in the Un- 
ited States. 


“We intend to use 
the presence of the 
World Cup in this 
country as the turning- 
point, the break-out 
point for the develop- 
ment of soccer in this 
country,” he said. 

“We will use this as 
the catalyst to create a 
solid, permanent pro- 
fessional league in the 
United States . . .” 

Cale dismissed con- 
cerns that the World 
Cup matches would be 
played in half-empty 
stadiums, pledging: 
“We're going to sell 
every seat for every 
one of those 52 
games.”

He also said agree- 
ment had been 
reached for the Euro- 
pean Broadcasting 
Union to provide the 
main television feed of 
the matches, and that 


about 40 games would 
be shown live in the 
United States either on 
a major network or on 
cable. 

The agreement 
signed by ISL Market- 
ing, the marketing arm 
of FIFA, and World 
Cup USA, the equiva- 
lent body for the 
USSF, established a 
joint venture called 
World Cup '94 
Marketing. 


ISL retains the 
rights to sign in- 
ternational sponsors, 
World Cup USA can 
sign eight sponsors of 
its own, and the joint 
venture will cover such 
areas as official pro- 
ducts and services, 
equipment suppliers, 
national and inter- 
national licensing, and 
sales of the official 
film, book and music. 


Revenues from the 
joint venture will be 
divided equally be- 
tween the two sides.

For he’s told his 
downcast squad: “If 
you carry on like this 
we will be relegated, I 
will get the sack and 
you will be Second Di- 
vision players for the 
test of your lives.” 

Four points from 
their first 12 games is 
hardly the sort of re- 
turn the traditionally 
chirpy Cockney ex- 
pected on his return to 
the First Division. 


“Certain people 
don't seem to be re- 
lishing hard work and I 
won't accept that from 
any of my players,” 
says the manager 
whose teams are re- 
nowned for their fight- 
ing spirit and together- 
ness. 

But there seems to 
be little evidence of a 
united front at Bramall 
Lane at the moment as 
the threat of an instant 
return to Division Two 
looms ever larger.

“The players work- 
ed hard to get us where 
we are but now they 
are letting it pass them 
by,” says Bassett. “If 
we are not careful our 
return to the top flight 
will just be a blurred 
memory. 


“We have got to get 
our fingers out and 
Start getting to grips 
with the situation we 
are in. It is no good 
moping around feeling 
sorry for ourselves. 
That will get us 
nowhere. 

“The question the 
players have to ask 
themselves is: do they 
want to be First Divi- 
sion footballers or do 
they want to sink with- 
out trace?” 

Bassett admits he's 
rarely, if ever, faced a 
tougher task in his 
managerial career but 
says definitely: “I 
have never given up on 
anything in my life and 
I don't intend to throw 
the towel in now. 

“But I can’t just 
wave a magic wand to 
make everything right. 
It's down to the play- 
ers now. They have to 
prove to me they have 
the toughness to 
survive. 

“I’m not talking ab- 
out going round kick- 
ing people, but dis- 
playing the sort of 
mental toughness to 
get us out of the mess 


we find ourselves in at 
the moment. 

“I said to them re- 
cently ‘if the Player of 
the Year vote was 
taken right now none 
of you would win it’. 
Nobody has played 
well enough. 

“The players I have 
brought in have not 
performed as I ex- 
pected and, similarly, 
the players who won us 
promotion haven't 
lived up the standards 
they set last season.” 

Not even the arrival 
of midfield inspiration 
and new United skip- 
per Vinnie Jones has 
been able to give the 
bewildered Blades the 
boost they need. 

“We have a moun- 
tain to climb,” confes- 
ses Bassett. “We have 
got to get our legs 
moving and battle to 
the bitter end.” 

Down he may be, 
but not downhearted 
and just to prove he 
hasn’t lost his sense of 
humour, Basett leaves 
us with this light- 
hearted quip.
